® Theory and Practice Joined. 
When the government of the U. 
S.S.R. invests money for the de 
velopment of heavy industry, part 
of that money is spent for the in- 
stitutions of higher education in 
which specialists are trained for 
heavy industry, and the govern- 
ment pays the money directly to 


the colleges. The same plan is 
followed for light industry, for 
agriculture, railway transport, and 


other enterprises. : 

The government departments 
are patrons of the students who 
are preparing for work in the 
fields. They take an active inter- 
est in their colleges, and not only 
pay the bills but guide and en- 
courage the students. They help 
prepare the students for their fur 
ture jobs and provide the jobs for 
them.
